The Political Outlook, 

New York, June 26.—[Special.]|—Ominous 
clouds are gathering on tie political horizon. 
Jt is beginning to be believed that the district 
attorney is holding over the trials of the ia- 
dictments against the Broadway railroad 
thieves so as to use them as a lever in the fall 
By a deft manipulation of these in- 
dictments Mr. Martine might wiella power- 
ful influence in the choice of a successor to 
He evidentiy feels that he 
holds the key to thesituation,andat the 
proper time he probably intends to use it. The 
prospect for a strong citizen's movement are 
poor. One was Jaunched under cover of the 
mames of a few respectable merchants 
and tax payers six weeks ago, but it has 
been swamped by aswarm of light-waisted 


. politicians who crowded into the shallop, and 


insisted upon steering it, ard trimming its 
eails. The last meeting of the committee was 
productive of a laughable result. ‘Taking ad- 
vantage of a slim attendance, some wag intro- 
duced aresolution debarring its members from 
becoming candidates for oflice at the approach- 
ing election. It was carried with a rush, The 
lightwaisted fellows are now deserting the 
chip, and are trying to secure tickets by the 
regular lines, while the few monied fogies left 
in the committee remain inert and inactive.

Tho 
conviction’ of Jachne tervibly demoralized the 
county democracy. The facts brought out by 
Roscoe Conkiing and Clarence Seward at a 
cost of over $100,000 could not be hidden. In 
his own defense the county demorracy’s dis: 
trict attorney was forced tosend the county 
democracy’s leading alderman to state prison. 
Meantime the organization was almost disem- 
boweled by the action of its mayor. Grace 
spread his ‘patronage for his own personal 
benefit, and not for the good 
of his faction. He quarreled 
with Purroy,*the barras of the party, and he 
tumbled an excise board, worked in its inter- 
ests. into oblivion, selecting one in its place 
that was devoted entirely to its personal inter- 
ests. But the most damaging work of Grace 
was his quarrel with Rollin H. Squire, the 
commissioner of public works. Both were 
county democrats. The quarrel seems to have 
had its origin in the immortal couplet writteu 

Squire and exhibited in large letters on the 
facade of the city hall just before Grant’s fun- 
eral. The newspapers lampooned the verse so 
wunmercifully that Grace sent word to Squire 
to instantlv remove it, or he himself would 
erder it torn down. The row developed

Squire erected a guillotine, and from that day 
to this heads have been rolling into the basket. 
The department of public works, with its im- 
mense patronage, has been transferred to Tam- 
many hall.

Backed by the governor at Albany, and in 
possession of the register’s, county clerk’s 
and sheriff's eflices and the department of 
public works, 1t will bid defiance to almost 
any combination against it. A fusing of the 
citizens’ association with the county demo- 
crats and the republicans would amount to 
little, for the republicans themselves are split 
into irreconciliable clans. The white chokers 
are fighting the short hairs tothe death. 
George Bliss, as the representative of the for- 
mer, has accused John ©’Brien, the chief of 
the latter, with getting away with $50,000 of 
Jay Gould’s campaign money in the last pres- 
idential election. Of course, O’Brien denies 
it, and keeps a firm grip on the handle of the 
republicen machine. If Bliss and his white 
chokers join with the citizen fogies and the 
county democrats in making aj municipal 
ticket, you may be sure that O’Brien and his 
thort-bairs wil! stand them off by a deal with 
Tammany. When thestorm does come, some- 
bedy will get wet to the skin. Tammany 
how seems to have much the strongest um- 
brelila.

Card Playing in the Clubs. 

Niw York, June 26 —[Special.]—Card 
playing, which by the way, is more generally 
popular now as a socialrecreation, it is saif, 
than ever before, isthe principal pastime in 
all the elubs, excepting only the Union 
League. There are probably more heavy card 
piayers among the elders in the Union League 
thun any other in the city, but a card is never 
dcalt within its walls, and ail attempts to 
change the rule signally fails. Perhaps I! 
should say that all former attempts to induce 
& change of the rule in the Union League and 
allow card playing have failed, for there is a 
move now in progress that may eventually 
succeed. Thernics of many of the clubs, 
most of them, in fact, prohibit poker playing, 
and poker is principally played at little clubs 
organized forthe purpose. Hearts is the fav- 
orite game, with the stakes ranging from five 
cents to 5. 

There are so many good whist players that 
they have organized a club of their own, call- 
ed the New York whist club, which occupies 
the top floor in Chamberlein’s proprietory, the 
Carlton club, which is @sort of annex of his 
Washington clubhouse, a private annex so to 
speak. There is always one and perhaps sev- 
eral rubbers ‘played. Ex-Collector Isaac li. 
Bailey and Western Union Somerville, not to 
mention Judge Wilder Allen, being en hand 
2s regular as the hoursarrive. The stakes are 
generally small, and the patronage is probably 
a great disappointment to the genial host, 
whose munificence formly won for him the 
title of “Prince John.” Because the Cariton 
is an enterprise of Chamberlain’s, the great 
outside world confidently believes it is a 
gambling club. It is not this at all, as. ex- 
cepting in the room of the Whist club, there 
is lees card playing here than in any other 
club in the city, as all the rooms are devoted 
to dining purposes, and Chamberlain’s ambi- 
tion is to achieve reputation in this direction. 
It is not to be supposed that there is not often 
a quiet game of poker played in one of the 
private dining rooms after the cloth has been 
removed and the nuts and coffee disposed of, 
and Hon. John Bowen, Bonanza Mackey, John 
Ochiltree, and perhaps Actor Ed Thorne, form 
a little party. It is an indisputable fact that 
the modern congressman inclines to poker, 
and 2s all the visiting congressmen naturally 
gravitate to the Carlton there is, whenever 
they’re about, a little game played in one of 
the private rooms; but the club is more a din- 
ing club than anything else. Itis notorious 
that almost every night the private dining 
rooms in Delmonico’s, the Hoffman, and the 
Brunswick are owned by poker coteries, and 
therefore, comparatively, there is less poker 
mm te in Chamberlain’s clubhouse than i3 
popularly supposed. 

Perhaps the most card playing is done in the 
Union and Manhattan, The rich group set, of 
which, by the way, Mr. Loubat with his in- 


daily and nightly in Ligh play, and nearly a!l 
of the scandals of the club have criginated 
over the card table. The causus belli of the 
past season, the Parker-Lee quarrel, arose 
from a dispute about a poker hand. Several 
swell members have been detected practicing 
tricks which are supposed to be adopted only 
by the professional blackleg, and for a few 
days the excitement in the club has run high, 
the matter finally receiving a quietus by the 
departure of the offender to Europe or 
Florida, 

In the Manhattan little casino is the private 
game, anditis saidthat thereare several 
members who rely ontheir winnings from 
their less skillful brothers to pay all theirclub 
bills. It is here that those desperate players, 
the Hon. Benjamin Wood, and the Hon. Jams 
O’Brien, frequently meet at poker, There is 
also much card playing among the politiciass 
in the Blossom club, and often the only room 
lighted upisthe card room. Edward Ken- 
nedy, Police Commissioner French, Jimmy 
Boyle and Jake Sharp frequently meet here. 

The principal card club, however, is the 
Phenix, which occupies two floors of a brown 
stone mansion within the shadow of the Univa 
club. Here poker is played, andit is tre 
favorite haunt of allthe big players, inciud- 
ing the magnates in the Standard oil com- 
we and the produce exchange. The club 

as been organized some years, and has a 
surplus inthe bank of some $9,000. Only 
gentlemen of recognized ability are eligible. 
and hence the quarrels that often arise over 
ecard playing from unmet obligations never 
have occurred to involve the club. as all the 
checks given are good, and consequently the 
institution has prospered; while tho Turf 
club, organized a few years since, professedly 
for gaming purposes, soon went to pieces by 
reason of the internecine troubles arising 
from the financial debility of its numerous

They are going to rebuke the 
slanderers and give him the honor that he 
has won by tweniy-five years of illustrous 
service in peace.and in war. 

The result is about as follows: There were 
nineteen counties to act on yesterday, choosing 
fifty delegates. Of these Jones county post- 
poned action, leaving only forty-eight delegates 
to be elected, in eighteen counties. Of the 
eighteen counties we have not heard from 
Chattooga and Webster. Of the remaining 
sixteen, Gordon carried every single county, 
and Major{Bacon carried none. It is probable 
that he will carry these two counties not heard 
from. This would make the result of yester- 
day's elections, Gordon forty-four, Bacon four, 
A more one-sided result was never reported at 
the polls of Georgia on so large a balloting. 
There are two points made by the Macon Tele- 
graph which we discuss herewith. 

First. That there were a group of Giordon 
counties pusned forward for effect. The utter 
absurdity of this is found in the fact that the 
counties are scattered all over Georgia. There 
is Dade and Whitfield in the northwest, 
Glynn and Pierce in the southeast, Lincoln 
and Hall in the northeast, Miller and Baker 
in theo southwest Lowndes on the 
Florida border, Terrell and Taylor in lower 
Georgia, and Troup, Meriweather and Pike in 
upper middle Georgia. Nineteen counties 
could not hay n selected that more thor- 
oughly cover every section of the state and 
represent the average sentiment of the people 
of Georgia. General Gordon and his friends 
have had nothing to do with the calling of 
them. They were called by their local com. 

mittees, who in four cases out of five are con- 
olled by the Bacon men. This fact is be- 
yond dispute. 

2nd. The Telegraph’s table, a most curious 

ittie affair, is based onthe election of 1333. 
In that convention Major Bacon had one‘hun- 
dred and thirty-nine votes, omitting Burke 
county (which the Telegraph puts in the anti- 
Bacon column, although it votod for Bacon.) 
This left him thirty-seven short of a maijori- 
ty. On yesterday morning the Telegraph's 
table showed that he had gained eight votes 
on his vote of 1883. Really he had 
gained only six voter, But let us 
ay that the Telegraph was correct, and that 
bn yesterday he had a net gain of eight votes 
bf the thirty-seven that he needed to add to 
Pis-vuis of i883 in order to geta majority. 
He lost yesterday the following votes, which 
he carried in the convention of 1833: Harris 
4. Meriwether 1, Troup 2, Dade 2, Terrell 1 
Pierce 2, Glynn 2. A total of fourteen votes. 
This taken from his gain up to yesterday 
of eight votes would leave him now 
six voies behind his vote of 1883. Over half 
the counties have acted and instead of gain- 
ing one-half of the thirty-seven votes he need- 
ed to have given him a maiority in ’83, he 
has a net loss of six votes. No one will deny 
that Major Bacon had a betterchance to gain 
on his old vote, in the first halfof the campaign, 
than he will have in the last half. Mr. Pat 
Walsh has delivered to him the six 
votes of Richmond, the two votes 
McDuffie and the two votos of Columbia, 

His experience in Warren, Lincoln and 

Greene justifies us in saying that he has about 
delivered all the goods hecan handle. Clarke 
county gave him her twe votes before Gordon 
came out. He has no such votes to rely on in 
the last half of the battle, and instead of gain- 
ing he will lose in heavier proportion than he 
has already lost on his vote of 1883. 

So much for the lesson of the Telegraph’s 
table. 

We repeat that there is but one meaning to 

yesterday’s election; it is that the people have 
detcrmined to rebuke Gordon’s slanderers and 
wipe off the stain they have put on his char- 
acter by an overwhelming nomination.

Yesterday was an exciting day at Gordon’s 
headquarters in Atlanta, By two o’clock in 
the evening the two rooms occupied by the 
committee were thronged with anxious visi- 
tors asking for the news. It was generally 
conceded that the Bacon men had made the 
stubborn fight of the campaign during the 
present week, and there was great anxiety as 
to the outcome of the day’s ballotting. 

The first news received was a dispatch from 
Mr. L. N. Cole, of Newnan, asking for the news 
and stating that the fight was close in Li- 
Grange. Ina few minutes a dispatch was re- 
ceived from Lowndes county stating that Gor- 
don had carried it by 200 majority. This was 
followed by adispatch from Taylor stating 
that Gordon had carried Reynolds and Butler. 
The news came on without a break during the 
afternoon.

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DEATH OF DAVID DAVIS. 


The Last Moments ofthe Ex-Vice President 
--His Funeral. 

BLOOMINGTON, Ill., June 26.—David Davis 
died at six o'clock this morning. He sank 
into a comatose state twelve hours before the 
end and passed painlessly away, surrounded 
by his family.

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RACE OF THE ENGINES. 


AN BXCITING SCENEON THE LAKE 
SHORE ROAD, 


Crowds of Strikers Overturn Cars on the Track to 
Step Trains from Being Run- The Tracks 
_ Cleared, a Train is Started, and a Fight 
Ensues Between the Parties. 


Cxurcaco, June 26--Shortly after the “Lake 
Shore strikers blockaded the tracks last night 
by throwing a lot of empty cars across from 
the Rock Island tracks, the night express, con- 
sisting of eleven coaches, and carrying the 
United States mail, ran down the west bound 
track but finding the track blocked, ran back. 
and was switched on the east bound track at 
the rate of about eight miles per hour. At 
Fifty-first street, just before the 
train reached the switch a man 
rang out and turned the _ switch 
asthe train came along. The locomotive im- 
mediately jumped the track, carrying the ten- 
der and forward truck of the first coach off 
with it. Fora minute there was a terrible 
jarring and knocking about, and the train 
came to a standstill. The locomotive had run 
over bare ties for more than a hundred feet 
and finally, pushing two of them apart, sank 
intothe mud. The lever was reversed and 
efforts made to back upon the track, but with- 
eut success. The engineer of the express, al- 
though not suspecting that a fiendish attempt 
would be made upon his train, nevertheless, 
went only at half speed, and by doing so prob- 
ably prevented a most serious wreck anda 
great loss of life. In the meantime, in trying 
to get the freight train on the track, the east 
bound track became blocked and it was 
some time before a Rock island dum- 
my could approach from __ behind. 
Finally the freight cars were placed 
on the track and the dummy able to reach 
the last coach of the express. A heavy rope 
was fastened between them and after a half 
hour’s work, the locomotive, tender and coach 
were again placed on the rails. Thecars and 
engine were examined, and after being found 
not to have been’ injured by the 
accident, again started on their journey, 
being abontan hour and ahalf late. The 
engineer of the train and several others saw 
the man whe turned the switch, and are ear- 
tain they could identify bim if they conld 
sce him again. The switchmen declare they 
know nothing about it: in fact, several of them 
imsisted in placing the train in order again. 
no further attempt was made after this to get 
afre ight train out. 

The railroad company was engaged this 
mornipg in endeavoring to clear the tracks on 
South Forty-third street of the wrecked trains 
which remained their overnight. Nearly all 
the track from 13d to 55th streets was blocked 
this morning with partially overturned cars, 
Trefic on both the Lake Shoreand Rock 
Island railroad was delayed in 
boxnsequence. By ten o’clock the tracks had 
been pretty thoroughly cleared, During the 
night the roundhouses and other property of 
the Lake Shore was guarded bp Pinkerton’s 
police and members of the town of Lake po- 
lice force. A Lake Shore engine, in charge of 
a reguiar crew, left the roundhouse shortly 
after 12 o'clock. Twa cabooses were 
attached to it. On each caboose 
were fifteen town of Like 
police and twenty Pinkerton’s men. Thetrain 
proceeded at a rate no faster than a walk until 
ite arrival in Englewood, where the officers 
mounted the cow-catchers of both engines and 
ef cabooses, and the train started off at the 
rate of twomilesan hour. A crowd of strikers 
had rushed ahead of the train while it was 
proceeding ataslow rate and ata dead ran 
set out for Englewood. -As the train's 
speed was accelerated the crowd was 
soon passed and a storm of stones and cinders 
were thrown at the men on the outside of the 
engines and cabooses. A cry of rage went up 
from the throats of the mob as the engines 
dashed by. Soon the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul engine and one belonging to the 
Nickel Plate road passed a crowd 
strikers. The engines were on 
way to Englewood yards to 
some switching forthe roads to which they 
belonged, but as they passed the crowd they 
were boarded by 100 furious men, who, with- 
out ceremony, took undisputed possession. 
Then began one of the mostexciting races on 
record, the pursuing and pursued some times 
ran at the rate of fifty miles an hour. Matt 
Pinkerton stood on the rear fplatform of 
the trein and threatened the men on the pur- 
sning engines with his revolver, but without 
effect. The pursning engine arrived within a 
few feet of the caboose when the town of Lake 
pelice jumped inside and closed and locked 
the door behind them, leaving Matt Pinker- 
ton and three of his men with newspaper re- 
po:ters on the rear platform. Huge lumps 
of coal sailed through the air, fol- 
lowed by three or four coupling 
pins and a Pinkerton man fell headlong from 
the platform. “Crack! crack!” went Matt 
Pinkerton’s revolver and a striker fell off the 
engino. The strikers jumped like sheep, with 
the exception of a dozen men, at the first fire. 
Possibly the others gave signals to the en- 
gineer to go ahead. Another shower of stones 
which smashed the windows of the caboose 
without doing serious damage to any 
one on the platform and more 
revolver shots, also apparently without effect, 
were fired by the oflicers, and just then the 
pursning engines caught up to and coupled on 
the Lake Shore train. The strikers’ engines 
were reversed and the coupling pins snapped 
hike so many pieces of glass. The Lake Shore 
train was stopped just as the engine approach- 
ed at a full head of steam and struck the rear 
caboose a blow that threw the then thorough- 
ly frightened policemen to the floor and shiv- 
ered every pane of glass in the cars. The 
police leftthe dangerous ground, and held a 
parley with the strikers, the re- 
sult of Which was that four 
engines and two cabooses were pulled 
back to the Root street crossing. Onthe ¢:- 
booee besides the police were General«Freight 
Agent Blodgett, Superintendent Amsden and 
Yard Master Jones, returning with the cap- 
tured caboose and engines, the crowd over- 
turned several box cars on the tracks blocking 
the two main tracks. The crowd along the 
tracks threw stones and other missels through 
the windows ofthe caboose. Persons inside 
sought refuge under tables and benches aud 
escaped serious injury. n arrival at Forty- 
first street they were hailed with cheers by a 
great crowd of strikers and their sympathiz- 
ers assembled there. The engine went into 
the roundhouse, leaving the caboose on a side 
track. 

Accounts vary astothe effect of the detec. 
tives’ fire uponthe pursuing strikers, There 
seems 10 room fordoubt that some strikers 
were shot. The police and detectives suffered 
nO injury beyond a few slight bruises. 

The net result of the struggle today was one 
train of freight forwarded to Elkhart and one 
other train brought into the city.

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THE TRIAL OF ELLIS. 
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An Effort to Clear Him onthe Ground of In- 
sanity. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June 26.—[Special.]— 
The trial of Thomas W. Ellis for the murder 
of Clara Ross, 2a woman of the town, was be- 
gun in the circuit court yesterday. The de- 
fendant plead not guilty and the line of de- 
fense is insanity. 

A large amount of expert testimony will be 
introduced to prove that Ellis has not been of 
sound mind for several years. 

Ellis is the coolest man in the courtroom 
and pays no attention to the proceedings. 
While the jury was being drawn he sat with 
his back to the jury box, and did not even 
giance at the faces of the jurors. 

While the witnesses were telling the details 
of the crime, Ellis smoked a cigarett and nota 
moscle of his face moved. 

Thomas W. Ellis is the son of a Methodist 
minister and from boyhood has been eccentric 


and of @ very nervous temperament. He has 


made several attempts to commit suicide., - 
He came to this city over a year and 
worked for awhile as reporter on the Evening 


Chronicle, and several months ago he started 
a emall weekly sensational paper called the 
Hornet, which brought him considerable no- 
toriety. 

STORY OF THE CRIME, 

About the time Ellis started his paper he 
became infatuated with a woman of the towa 
named Clara Ross,and spent most of his time 
at her room, having his meals sent there, and 
once when the woman was sick he missed an 
issue of his paper to devote his entire time to 
the woman. 

On the night of the 21st of April, Ellis went 
to the house of Jennie Dukes, where Clara 
Ross was staying and found another man in 
her room. The woman came to the door and 
asked Ellisto wait a moment. She then let 
the other man out at the back door and ad- 
mitted Ellis, who immediately locked the 
door and began to curse and 
abuse the woman. When they had 
been in the room about half an hour two pistol 
shots were fired in quick succession. At the 
first shot the woman screamed, “Oh, Lord!” 
After the shooting Ellis went to the Florence 
hote! and asked the night clerk tocall a police- 
man, saying that he had killed a woman and 
must go to jail. He walked across the office 
several times, then stopped, and, drawing a 
apy said, “I might as well end this at once,” 

r. George Clower, the clerk, canght the pistol 
in time.to save Ellis’s life. 

When the police entered the woman’s room 
they found her lving under the bed dead. The 
ball entered the back of her head at the base 
of the brain. 

The funeral procession of the dead woman 
passed the jail next day, and Ellis made fran- 
tic appeals to be allowed to see her face once 
more, and raved like a madman when refused. 

Ellis refused to give any reason for the 
killing and said he would make no defense 
and did not care what was done with him. 
He is not (uite twenty-one years of age.

A Young Englishman’s Experience With the 
Negroes. 

DARIEN, Ga, June 26.—[Special.]|—In a con- 
versation yesterday a young Englishman, who has 
spent the last six years in the southern states, 
enunciated some conclusions which, if not origi- 
nal, are yetstrikingly truthful. 

‘Speaking about works of fiction,’’ he said, ‘‘and 
their influence on pubilic.thought and conviction 
Mrs. Harriet Beecher Stowe's ‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’ 
has beyond dcaubt moulded more wide spread and 
false ideas as to the condition of the negro, and the 
relations existing between the two racesin the 
south than avy other work yet published.: 

“Just imagine the people of the whole European 
continent being deluded into such false and ridu- 
culousconyictious by the workings of one active 
little brain. 

“From the literary merits ofthe work it may 
have many good intinences, but when we Consider 
the fact that itis translated into every European 
language, found with very few exceptions in every 
European home, and held forth toeach growing 
generation asa’ work of superlative excellence, 
then first can we realize the extent of what may 
be justly termed the sentimental fraud. 

“When I first came here,’’ he continred, ‘my 
mind was completely imbued with the fervid sen- 
timent of ‘iUrncle Tom’s Cabin.’ TF had seen few, if 
any, negroes before. lengaged to wait on me 
anold man whose woolly beard was 
streaked with silver, and _ tried hard to 
convince myself that he was the prototype of Mrs, 
Stowe s hero. iis] certainly would have suc- 
eeceded had he extended the least encouragement.

A WESTERN INCIDENT, 


From the St. Louis Globe Democrat. 

One of the rongh-and-ready and desperate 
characters tnat have given the West its repu- 
tation for utter disregard of all law except that 
of the revolver, passed through St. Louis on 
his way to Castorville, Texas, last night in the 
eustody of Sheriff Thurman, of Sherman 
eounty. He jumped from the train on which 
he arrived, and with the sheriff by. his side 
wended his way tothe waiting room through 
the crowd that nightly collects around the 
depot. He had not proceeded many steps be- 
fore asharp, metalic clank. clank, clank, at- 
tracted the attention of the bystanders, Fol- 
lowing with their eyes the direction of the 
sound they saw around his ankles shackles of 
heavy iron that bound his feet together so 
closely that his step was short and difficult, 
and with each movement of the fouvt the chains 
gave forth the sound that proclaimed hima 
malefactor. iefore he had reached the wait- 
ing-room he was surrounded by a crowd of 
men and women who, led by the prurient cu- 
riosity that seems to wield such complete 
sway over the majority of mankind, pushed 
and pulled to gain a standing place where they 
could see a man in irons. The prisoner was a 
typical westerner, talland muscularly built, 
with broad shoulders and apparent strength of 
limb. His hair was as black as jet, his eyea 
soft brown, and his skin swarthy and tanned. 
He wore the accustomed sombrero and a suit 
of plain homespun, with high boots and a blue 
shirt. One might have examined and studied 
his countenance for any length of time, but 
suspicion of his true nature would never cross 
the mind.

A LURKING MENACE, 


The softness of his eye, the pleasant, mild, 
even gentle, expression of his face, together 
with an air of frankmess and openness that 
seemed to bespeak his character would deceive 
the most incredulous, One thing alone failed 
at times to preserve the innocence of his ap- 
pearance, and that was a mouth that was 
marked by thin lips that now and then closed 
together with a firmness and decision that gave 
the lie to the other lineaments. Nowand then, 
however, the lips parted with a smile that was 
pleasant, and the illusion was once more com- 
plete. Strangers observing him engaged with 
Sheriff Thurman would imagine that they 
were two innocent farmers who had coms to 
the city to spend Sunday and seethecity, To- 
gether they laughed jested, and seemed 
to enjoy their trip im sely, but notwith- 
standing this the sheriff never took his eye 
off his attractive companion, for, although 
manacied, he had been through worse expe 


riences before, and on every occasion left the 
officer to whom he was entrusted to complete 
his journey alone. 

The interesting individual was noue other 
than Bob Broadnax, known in the west as 
Jack Williams, and if he was asked his busi- 
ness, he would say that he was a live stock 
dealer. So he was at one time, but his dealings 
were of «shady nature that are not recognized 
by apy board of trade. He was bora in West- 
ern Texas thirty years ago. From his youth 
his life was spent among Indians, cowboys and 
Mexican herdsmen. but to civilized life he is 
astranger. Spanish he could speak as fiuent- 
ly as he does his native tongue, and with many 
of the Indian tribes he could converse in their 
own dialects. His career for a number of 
years back has been marked by crime, and his 
name is known to the officers of the law from 
the*Gulf of Mexico to the interior of Canada, 
The crime with which he now stands charged 
andfor which he will be tried, is that of resist- 
ing an officer by the simple method of shooting 
him. Broadnax was accused of stealing horses 
from Texas ranchmen, and Sheriff Birull 
started out in search of him, 

THE SHERIFF UNHORSED, 

They met on the plains, and as soon as they 
came within ear-shot the sheriff ordered him 
to surrender. Broadnax refused,and Birull 
began firing. The first shot missed its mark, 


bu@the second struck the horse upon which |; 


Broadnax was mounted, bringing him to the 
ground. Finding himself at a disadvantage, 
the outlaw returned the fire of the sheriff with 
greater success, and succeeded in wounding 
the officer so badly that he fell from his horse, 
Broadnax then mounted the sheriffs horse 
and continued his journey tothe north. On 
his way he was joined by one W. D. Smith, 
better known as Billy Smith, the stock inspec- 
tor of Miles city, and together they drove a 
large number of horses to Montana and the 
Canadian line forsale. They had stopped ina 
settlement justi within the border, and were 
disposing of their stock as rapidly as possible 
when rumers reached the neighborhood that 
Broadnax was a horsethief. Smith heard them 
and fearing thatif it became known ne would 
suffer with his partner, he informed officers 
of the true character, telling them at the same 
time to use all caution in attempting to arrest 
him, as he was 2 man without fear and accus- 
tomed to resort to desperate means when he 
thought it necessary. A posse of sixteen men 
was, therefore. summoned, and Smith led the 
way >» where he knew Broadnax could be 
found. As soon as observed a volley was lev- 
eled, that only succeeded in killing under him 
the second horse within a few weeks. 

o FORTY TO ONF, 

Drawing his revolvers he faced the posse, 
and presenting a determined front he backed 
tothe house, which was but a short distance. 
firing an occasional shot as he went. By the 
time he had reached what he thought would 
bea place of safety the number of his pur- 
suers had swelled to about forty. The honse 
was surrounded and he was commanded to 
surrender. At first he refused, but, feeling 
that the odds of forty to one was more than he 
could overcome, and hearing threats of burn- 
ing the house, he at last laid down his arms 
and gsve himself up. The Texas authorities 
were at once notified and Sheriff Thurman 
dispatched to take him back. When this much 
of his story had been learned from his guardian 
the hero of the occasion was approached for 
come further account of his remarkable career. 
He was found at the lunch counter engaged in 
rapidly increasing the size of a mle of chicken 
bones that lay before him. 

“Will you give me some account of your 
life’’ was asked of him, 

He looked a little surprised at first, and 
stared at his interlocutor for a moment and 
then a smile covered his face, and in a most 
amusing tone he exclaimed: ‘Well, if you 
haven’t got cheek !” : 

A little coaxing, however, started a conver- 
sation, and the story is repeated as it was told 
before Sheriff Thurman, who nodded approv- 
ingly at ditierent times. 

: A JAIL DELIVERY. 

On the 4th of July. he said, he was arrested 
by Sheriff Cooper Wright and taken to San 
Antonio, where he was lodged in jaii during 
the afternoon. He was not opposed to remaia- 
ing in jail until after supper, for he was hun- 
gry, but that meal being finished, he began to 
long for liberty oncé more. He thought over 
various plans of escape and finally decided 
upon this one. Calling the s! the cell 


erif] tot 
he asked him to come in, as he wished to talk 
to him. Wright unlocked the door and enter- 
ed the cell, pistol in hand. No sooner had he 
done so than Lroadnax sprang for him and 
attempted to seize the pistol. He caught it by 
the tip of the barre] just as Wright pulled the 
trigger. The ball tore away a portion of the 
hand and a part of his index finger. Then, 
renlizing that he must act quickly, he drew 
himself up and struck the sheriff a blow that 
felled him to the ground. Then, before he 
could rise. he took from hi hands the pistol 
and key. and quickly stepping from the ce}l he 
locked the door, and thus exchanged places 
with his captor. ‘The shot, however, had at- 
tracted attention outside, and before Breadnax 
had succeeded in getting far from the jail he 
received 2 load of buckshot in his back. Ter- 
ribly wounded as he was he managed to make 
his escape to a point some distance out on the 
road, where he met a farmer with a wagon and 
team. At the point of the pistol he compelled 
the farmer to unhitch one of his horses, and 
bareback he rode sixty-five miles with eleven 
shot in his back and a mangled hand before 
he received medical assistance. During the 
New Orleans exposition he disguised himself 
asa dude, as he expressed it, and visited the 
exposition, meeting and talking with officers 
who would then and there have arrested him 
had they penetrated his disguise. 
THE RIEL REBELLION. 

During the Riel rebellion in Canada, Broad- 
nax headed a band of about thirty cowpunch- 
ers, who went into the hostile country and fol- 
lowed up Riel’s army, looting and plundering 
whatever could befound. He said that his ex- 
pedition was not one of war but one for wealth. 
and the only fightin which he or his band 
participated was with another and similar 
band. This took place at Blue Gulch, and in 
the engagement forty-three men were 
wounded, 

Broadnax is fond of criticising the people 
with whom he comes in contact, and is in no 
wise bashful abont expressing his opinion. In 
speaking of Smith, his betrayer, his language 
was an artistic mingling of oaths that would 
have made an old-time steamboat mate b!ush 
with shame. He is loud. however, in his 
praises of Sheriff Thurman, and says that he 
isa brave, big hearted man, in spite of the 
facts that he handcuffs. manacles and chains 
him to the seat whenever heisin the cir. He 
is confident that he wil! be acquitted when his 
trial comes off ana on the whole is not dissat- 
isfied with his trip.

Some days ayo, discussing the free trade 
movement which Statesman Morrison has 
been pushing in congress, THE CoNSTITU- 
TION took occasion to suggest that, in all 
probability, ‘‘some of the southern congress- 
men, Who are careering around as free 
traders, will finally discover that they do 
not represent the democratic party of the 
south as it is now constituted.’’ 

This appears to be very puzzling to our 
Albany contemporary. It declares that it 
does not ‘‘know what is meant by the 
phrase, ‘the democratic party as it is now 
constituted.’’’ This may be perfectly true, 
but there is no hidden meaning in the phrase. 
It means precisely what it says, and simply 
states a fact that is well known to those who 
are acquainted with the history of political 
parties, : 

The democratic party of the south is not 
today What it was before the war. The 
pressure of circumstances, the threatening 
complexion of the situation, the impending 
danger of negro rule, have compelled men 
of all shades of opoinion in the south to 
unite in an organization which calls 
itself the democratic party. There are thou- 
sands of men in Georgia today who were 
ardent followers of Henry Clay, who elieve 
in the doctrines he enunciated. There are 
many thousands of voters in Georgia at this 
moment who are whigs by tradition. 

It seems to us that the situation ought to 
be pertectly plain to any one, even to a con- 
vressinan Who has been in the habit of trot- 
ting around after Carlisle and Morrison ; cer- 
tainly it should never be misunderstood by 
so intelligent a writer as the editor of the 
Albany News and Advertiser. The demo- 
cratic party of the south is not a tree trade 
party, nor are its sympathies mainly in 
that direction. Theseare tacts that onght to 
commend themselves to the serious attention 
of our contemporary. 

They are facts which, we repeat, the south- 
erm coppressmen will finally discover tor 
themselves; and, in saying this, we do not. 
as the News ard Advertiser seems to think, 
threaten the Georgia delegation with defeat.

The Death ot Hon, David Davis. 

Inthe death of the Hon. David Davis, 
I}linois loses one of her most distinguished 
citizens, 

Judge Davis first made his appearance in 
political life in 1844, when he was elected 
to the Illinois legislature as a Henry Clay 
whig. He formed a strong friendship for 
Abraham Lincoln, and in 1860 did more 
than apy other man to secure Lincoln’s 
nomination for the presidency. In If 
Judge Davis accepted an appointment on 
the federal supreme court bench, and filled 
the position with honor and credit until 
1876, when the leyislature of his state elect- 
ed him United States Senator. 

It was intended that Judge Davis should 
take the odd place on the electoral commis- 
sion in 1877, at the time of the Hayes-Tilden 
trouble, but his election to the senate caused 
the selection of Judge Bradley, As a senator 
it will be recollected that during the dead- 
lock over appointments during the early 
part of Garfield’s administration, he was 
president of the body. and. with Senatoi 
Mahone, held the balance of power. 

There was.a period in Judge Davis's life 
when his reputation for conservatism and 
judicial fairness led the country to look 
upon him as a rising man, but his senatorial 
term relegated him to the rear. 


Davip Davisis dead. He was a man with- 
out convictions, but his faults should be buried 
with him. While judge of the supreme court, 
he sold out to the Chandlers and was made 
scnator, thus giving the Hayes couspirators 
a majority of the electoral commission. The 
country recovered from this sale, but poor Da- 
v:d Davis never did.

Next Thursday morning Atlanta will begin 
her experiment with the prohibition law. 

The people on both sides of the «question are 
awaiting with impatient interest to see what a dry 
city looks like, 

What evasions will be attempted and what prose- 
Cutions will follow cannot be fully foreshadowed 
now, but there is every reason to believe that a 
considerable battle will be in progress a week or so 
hence. It is understood that detectives have been 
engaged already, and the law will be enforced to 
the letter. That is, wherever a man is detected in 
the violation of the letter of the law will be 
prosecuted. 


~ 
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The law squarely prohibits the sale of every- 
thing except domestic wines, cider and pure alco- 
hol. The first vexatious question will probably 
grow Outot the interpretation of the word “do- 
mestic.”’ The prohibitionists will, it is said, in- 
sist that the word domestic is intended to 
mean wines made in Georgia. The wine section 
of the biil is as iollows: 

“The act shall not be so construed as to prevent 
the manufacture, sale and use or domestic wines 
or cider or the sale of wines for sacramental pur- 
poses, provided such wines or cider shall not be 
sold in barrooms by retail, nor shall anything 
therein contained prevent licensed druggists 
from selling or furnishing pure alcoho! for medi- 
cinal for medicine,art, scientific or mechanical pur- 
pores,”’ 

if men sell wines not made in Georgia even Ute 
der the wine license that is to be issued they will 
be prosecuted. That will raise the point as to 
whether or not the state of Georgia can discrimi- 
nate against wines made in other states. The fed- 
€ral constitution says that citizens ef each state 
shall have all the rights of citizens of the several 
states. One prominent prohibitionist takes the 
position that a citizen of Alabama, for instance, 
will have a right to sell his wine in Georgia, but 
the Georgian whobnys that Alabama wine will! not 
have the right to sell it. In other words the Unit- 
ed States protects the Alabamian and his property 
only so long as they remain together: that the 
protection does not follow the wine through all 
thechanne]s of trade afier it passes out of the hands 
of the Alabama owners.

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‘STBEBPLE CLIMBING. 


How One May Get Accustomed to the Dan-~- 
ger—Views of a Workman. 
From the New York Tribune. 

With bated breath and upturned faces, a 
large crowd stood the other day watching a 
man who was slowly ascending the steeple of 
an uptownchurch. He seemed to go over the 
delicate scaffolding like a snail. The crowd 
below were expecting every moment toe see 
him fall. When he reached the end of the 
scaffolding and stood upon a piece of frame- 
work that looked in the distance as if it was 
about a foot square, he leaned 
far overand shouted something to another 
workman about half way down. The specta- 
tors shuddered but could not take their eyes 
from the little climber who had left the seaf- 
folding and and was still going up the steeple, 
When he reachedthe top he remained for a 
few minutes, examined the steeple on every 
side, and then retraced his steps. Whew he 
got safely back to the seaffold he waved his 
hand to the people and smiled. He went to 
the top of the steeple severa] times in the 
course of an hour, and every time a crowd 
gathered. 

‘You think it hazardous?” said the steeple 
climber to a Tribune reporter when he came 
down to the ground. Though he looked so 
small when inthe air he was considerably 
above the average height, slim and wiry, all 
bone and miiscle, with a clear, steady eyeand 
hand, and perfect confidencein himself. His 
eyes sparkled asif he wasin love with the 
work, as he continued: “People who are not 
used to being at great heights, 
and who feel dizzy when 2 
few feet .rom the ground, naturally look 
with wouder upon a man working high upig 
the air, and think that he must fee) as they 
would. I probably go upon more steeples and 
other elevated places to adjust ornamental 
desigas than ary other man in the business, 
and I fee] just as much at home standing on a 
narrow board 200 feet from the ground as I 
would on @ rock, I feel a perfect sense of 
safety and never thiuk of falling. 

“But I was not always without 
When I first began the businesses [I 
always started up the scatfolding 
with trembling legs and a quaking heart, and 
many times I have not gone to the top but 
returned with some excuse for not going up 
just then. An old man who had been a 
climber in his day saw me on one of these 
occasions When my heart was weak, aud gave 
mealhit of advice that enred my faint-heart- 
edness in time. He said when starting up 
always to fix your mind intently eon 
the work vou -a93 going to do, and 
keep every thought of fear, or that 
something is going to happen, ont of your 
mind. This wasjustthe thing, and I have 
found from experience that itis thinking 
about fear that makesa man afraid, aud over 
caution has given many a poor fellow a tamble, 
where holdness and seeming recklessness 
would have carried him through all right. 
There are ouly a few expert climbers. Hun- 
dreds quit the business in a shorttime because 
they cannot overcome their nervous dread, J] 
have seen stout hearted fellows who would 
march up to acannon’s mouth without a 
quiver, when they cot to the place where the 
scaflolding ends, and from which point they 
would have to ‘shin’ to the top, try to step up 
but aton of lead had been hooked to their foot 
and it would not go up an inch. 

“IT have known men who when they got 
into a ticklish spot would have black «pecks 
come before their eves which wonld move up 
and down and in a circle, and they would fall 
down and hug a plank like a long-lost brother. 
Their heads would seem to be in a whirl. This 
is where aman gets ‘rattled’ and it requires 
the greatest exercise of the will to overcome 
this feeling. I have felt this way many times, 
and even now I sometimes have a sudden de- 
sire when on the pinnacle of a steeple to jump 
ofl, but I always laughatthe idea and it goes 
away asquickly as itcomes. A man who 
drinks stimulants is out of place on a steeple, 
where a false step will send him beadlong a 
hundred feetor more below. So alsoisa fat 
man, foraclimber must be light, agile and 
muscular. Dark-haired men with swarthy 
faces usually make the best climbers.” 

“Does it preveut dizziness when going to 4 
great height to keep the eyes turned upward?’ 

This is a popular notion, but there is noth- 
ing in it except that the attention is turned 
from the idea of falling. and this will keeps 
wian from tumbling. But the place forthe 
eyes is upon the road to be traveled to see that 
everything is in position. A high wind some- 
timoes renders scaffolding unsafe, and if a man 
bas his eye on the sky he would never see it,”’ 

“Did you ever falj”’”’ 

“i’ve hed many narrow escapes, but only 
one good fall. This was about seventy feet. I 
had asick child at home, and was ——s 
about her, and was abeent-minded, I] star 
off sideways between the scaffoid and steeple, 
and in two or three second#I wasa: the bot- 
tom. I thoughtI would be killed, andin a 
trecond my whole life flashed through my 
mind, and also the foture of my family, and

It’s not considered 
much of a place for snakes, either, but a fairly 
good fishing ground, where catfish reach a 
five-pound notch, and game fish are occasion- 
ally taken. When the long-legged native, 
however, spoke of a colored snake charmer, 
this was something worth looking into. 

Not having any acquaintances with the

All this as we stroll upto investigate the 
‘Mississippi charmer.’’ The wonder proved a 
reality.

He was nearly 
full-blooded, tall and angular. His jeans 
were worn and decidedly dirty. On his head 
was a torn and much faded felt hat, relic of 
the storms and sunshine of many seasons, 
His movements were awkward, and alto- 
gether he would be thought the last individ- 
ual on earth to rival the rabulous snak- 
charmers of the east. Yet, standing there in 
the sunshine, he gave such an exhibition as 
sent cold chills to the heart of all the specta- 
tors. Toa white man not having an inborn 
horror of snakes—if there be such an one— 
his final act was suflicient to. make the flesh 
creep. Lvidently he was no Arkansas native.

Stooping over asmall] box on the ground at 
his side, the disreputable-looking charmer 
raised the lid and exposed his collection. 


| There were three black snakes of the species 


found in Pennsylvania, each some three feet 
in length: one king snake, a mottled green 
serpent, nearly as large, and a snake, known 
here as the water-rattlesnake, of dark brown 
color and perbaps eighteen inches in length. 
This snake is said by the blacks to be very 
poisonous. However that may be, it was 
enough for all purposes. When the lid was 
raised there were exposed no stupid, half- 
awake, inert serpents, Five heads shot into 
view, five forked tongues darted out, and 
there was a falling back of the crowd. Slowly 
one of the black snakes raised himselt ont of 
the box and glided gracefully away on the 
ground. 

‘“Heah yo’!’ spoke the charmer. ‘War you 
goin’? Yo’ done git back yer to dis chile.’ 

“At this word the snake stopped, wheeled 
around, approached his captor and coiled up 
his leg and about hisbody. The othersnakes, 
the word and followed the first. All over 
his body they went, their eyes flashing, 
their tongues darting back and _ forth 
continuously. They twined about his neck, 
rested on his shoulders, hung about his arms, 
and but for erect heads and constantly play- 
ing tongues seemed perfectly at home. One 
by one they would be put on the ground and 
start away, only tostop atthe word. Hung 
over the box they woul aintain one posi- 
tion until told to move, They seemed under 
perfect control, and for nearly half an hour 
entertained and horrified the rapidly growing 
circle of spectators. Then the Mississippiam 
put away the big fellows and: took out the 
water rattlesnake, It was his final act. There 
were no words of introduction, no mumbling 
invocations or notices that at the conclusion 
of the entertainment the hat would be passed. 
He talked to the snakes as he might to 
children, petting and abusing. 

The new snake was a decidedly lively one, 
a foot and ahalflong, as syd, and of good 
thickness. It was as wide awake as any of its 
predecessors, more vicious in appearance, if 
| anything. It did all that they did, then 
coiled on the fellow’s shoulder. He took it in 
his hands and—great scott! deliberately 
crowded it into his mouth. It was a capa- 
cious mouth.

The lips clesed, and the ungainly black ap- 
parently masticated the serpent, while the 
crowd stood awed by disgust and _ horror. 
Slowly his lips opened as when one slowly 
exhales the smoke of an extra choice cigar. 
(uick as a flash the snake’s head shot out, its 
tongue a darting flame, its eyes gleaming 
wickedly. It gradually pushed its body into 
sight, slipped down on the black’s shoulder, 
and coiled as if to strike: then, at the word, 
returned tothe box. Theeffect of such an 
unnatural exhibition was startling in the ex- 
treme—revolting beyond deseription. 

“T solemnly swear,” said an Indiana gen- 
tleman, as he turned away, “if I had a gun 
l’d shoot that negro in q second.’? 

“It takes a Mississippi negro to do the like 
of that,” calmly observed the native as he 
shied adime into the battered hat now in 
active circulation. 

“Fo’ God,” exclaimed the charmer when a 
question was raised as to the venomous char- 
acter of the last snake, ‘Yo’ go fetch yo’ 
dawg, youns, I let um bite, an’ ef dat yer 
dawg be’nt plumb stun ded ina hour, I gives 
yo’ dis yer box o’ sarpents, I does.” 

As to thesecret of training the snakes—and 
well-trained they were—the Mississippian 
was obstinately dumb. And no dog being 
brought he went his way. As to the man I 
have hopes as to the future. If dime museums 
continue to educate the publicin the way of 
freaks and monstrosities, he may yet blossom 
out in a spike-tail coat. But the water rattle- 

nake will continue to have the sympathy of 
geome for being compelled to keep such com-

WASHINGTON GOSSIP

The Proposed Income Tax Bill—Mr. Randall’s Reply 
to General Bragg—Oliv Wellborn’s Race—Ex- 
Members Accuser Abusing Their 
Privileges- “ Popular Official. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—({Special.]— The 
propesed income tax is regarded with great 
favor by the democrats of the honse, if their 
recent demonstrations mean anything. While 
the Morrison resolution to change the rules so 
as to require a stipulation on every pension 
bill of the fund to be so appropriated was be- 
ing diseussed in the house, almost every dem- 
ocratic speaker favored an income tax as the 
proper means of raising revenue for pensions. 
The point was admirably put by Mr. Matson, 
of Indiana, who said that the war made many 


of the great fortunes of the country, and that | 


the men who bought government bonds with 
currency worth fifty cents on the dollar 
ought to pay their share of the pen- 
sious to the men who fought’ the 
war to a successful conclusion and thereby 
made the bondholders rich. 

Many of the leading democrats of the house 
are in favor of committing the party to an in- 
come tax. They not only want legislation on 
the subject in congress but also a plank of this 
kind inthe next national platform. All the 
republican speakers in the recent pension dis- 
cussion dodged this issue. Income tax bills 
have often been introduced in congress, but 
none of them has received much consideration. 
Mr. Harris, of Georgia, some weeks ago intro- 
duced a bill laying a graduated tax on all in- 
comes which, it is estimated, would bring a 
revenue of from 575,000,000 to $100,000,000 a 
year. No report has yet been made on 
this bill, In the coming cam- 
paign many democratic candidates 
for congress will bring the income tax ques- 
tion into the discussion and if it strikes a re- 
sponsive popular chord united action by the 
party in favor of such tax may be expected at 
the next session.

Kemarks ofthe Vice-President of the Board 
of Education, Friday Night. 

Hon. David Mayer’s remarks Friday night at De- 
Gives on the occasion ofthe High school com- 
mencement were well timed and received much 
applause. Mr. Mayer began by telling the young 
ladies of the graduating class that they had not 
finished their education, that they had much still 
to learn. He advised them to listen to the teach- 
ings of their mothers and to beware of putting con- 
fidence in strangers, and especially did he cau- 
ticn them that it was not necessary to get ac- 
quainted with a young man merely because he 
*sported amustache and parted his hair in the 
middle.

Ladies and Gentlemen—Fellow Citizens: Each 
and every one of you have an interest in the pub- 
lic schools of Atlanta. It is the school of ever 
man, woman and child in Atlanta, it is the instl- 
tution of its people. It is the common property of 
the rich and of the poor, the proud and the 
humble, and its fountain of wholesome instruc: 
tions flows free for all. If Providence has poured 
its riches into your lap, knowledge is the most 
precious inheritance here provided for your child- 
ren; has poverty or misfortune doomed your 
efforts, here knowledge is offered to equip your 
children for the battle of life.

The public schools of Atianta as I have said are 
the public property of all, they know not and 
should not know any distinctions and. it is 
well we should guard with vigilance against the 
innovations. !’oliticians and sectarians might en- 
deavor to engraft upon this tru)y democratic insti- 
dution. Ifyou would promote the true interest of 
our schools, keep them forever free from the influ- 
ence of two elements, namely: politics and secta- 
rianism and any and all other isms, that all may 
meet in its halls of wisdom without hindrance. 

LV. Charity and humanity. 

In the absence of Governor 
vice-president of the board of education, 
will say a few words in justice to him: Last year 
in his iemarks on a like occasion as president of 
the board, he ascribed to Christianity alone the 
Civilization and theelevation of woman, with 
the advice to the graduates, amongst which were 
two Jewish girls, to pay homage to and ever suffer 
for Christianity. 

Our worthy president woutd not willingly wound 
the feelings of his Jewish friends, he would not 
open the wounds and snfferings of long 
centuries. Statesman and patriot that 
he is, he has ever had the 
best interest of the schools at heart, he has ever 
fostered the most liberal views, and has guarded 
with jealous care against all encroachments upon 
its public character. 

Our schools are not a religions institution: it be- 
longs to no denomination, but as a Jew, i take the 
liberty to advise you, my dear girls—you who be- 
long.tothe Christian church, toread diligently 
and study at home, at church, in the Sabbath 
school, the grand and ennobling doc- 
trines of Christ, and, ~above all, 
practice them, and by doing so you 
vill lead a useful, virtuous life,no matter what 
ycurdenomination. Allof you follow the teach- 
ings of your religion andgyou will be ornaments to 
society. 

Grant me the privilege to say a few words to you 
my Chrisaian friends, and particularly to the min- 
isters of the gospel, you that can do so much good 
in this world, follow the examples of Christ, 
pues good will between all the children of our 
- Beavenly Father, and do not condemn those who 

dtifer with you. 

How often have I seen in the papers harsh re- 
marks coming from the pulpit; how often have I 
listened to abuse heaped upon different denomi- 
nations, though of the same faith, and when it 
comes to my own race they frequently would not 
allow asingle Jew to go to heaven, as though they 
were the only agents on earth who could furnish 
the tickets. It seems inconsistent to insult the 
family and yet Claim salvation through the race. 

But I have one consolation, the Jews are con- 
sidered smart, and if they cannot get into heaven 
Straight, maybe they will occasionally syueeze in. 
We Jews believe in the old Psalms and Jonas (tne 
whale too), and we need no new ones. 

But, ladies and gentlemen, pardon me, I speak 
from the heart. Let us stand together on the broad 
platform ofhumenity and charity and together 
“oer in the good work to raise our children to 
ecome good and useful menand women. Let us 
so educate them that the next generation will rise 
upand Call us blessed; let us so teach them 
that when the summons comes that calls 
wS before our Heavenly Father, we may close our 
eves with the consolin thought : Our children 
are fafe, let us so raise them that should it — 
Providence tocall them before our earthly 

rimage is ended, we may look with well tounded 

ope for a reunion in our Father's house not made 
by lands, but eternal and everlasting.

JERRY SLADE TBLLS ABOUT 
THE QUEEN. 


‘CAPT. 


4n Incident that Illustrates the Intelligence of the 
Bee—The Old and not the Young Hives that 
Leave the Gum—How Queens are Made, 
and How They Rulethe Household, 


From the Columbus, Ga., Sun. 

Everybody in Columbns, and a great many 
people outside of Columbus know that Captain 
Jerry J. Slade is one of the best educators for 
boys in the land. He is about as we!l posted 
on the majority of subjects as almost any man 
that can bestarted. The Enquirer-Sun long 
ago recognized this fact, but not until yester- 
day morning didwe haveany idea that he 
knew so much about bees. nor, in fact, did we 
know there was so much to be known about 

*them. 

THE QUEEN BEE 
furnishes an interesting study. Speaking 
abont the queen bee yesterday, Vaptain Slade 
said: 

“TI wisk youcould have been out to my 
house this morning; I would have shown you 
something that would have been enjoyed,” 

“What was that?’ we asked. 

“You are aware, perhaps, that the bee-hives 
are so arranged that the queen’s movements 
can be easily watched. Well, just 

started into the city 
this morning I sawa hive of bees prepar- 
ing to swarm. I went to the hive and securing 
the queen, clipped her wings so that she could 


not fly. The swarm came out and settled near 
by, the queen being the last to leave the old 
home. She then came out on the starting 
board, but could not leave. For several min- 
uted messenger bees were dispatched to and 
from the queen to the swarm, but at last the 
entire swarm returned to the hive.” 

“Did the other bees understand””’ 

“T am confident they did. I am quite cer- 
tain the queen bee sent a message that she 
could notcome and ordered the return of the 
other bees.” 

‘How can you tell which is the queen?’’ 

“She is easily distinguished by the length 
of her body, shortness of wing, together with 
acertain smoothness and sleek look of her 
bedy. She is about one-third longer than the 
working bee and has a fierce and ugly sting, 
but will not use it upon any one who handles 
her; she is as safe to handle as a June bug.” 

TO CHECK SWARMING. 

“Tt weuld be a good idea then to clip the 
queen’s wings to prevent the bees from swarm- 
ing?’ suggested the reporter. 

“Certainly so. The swarm will, when they 
get ready to leave, go out and cluster, but as 
e00n at they discoyer that the queen is de- 
tained, messengers and carriers go to and from 
the cluster to the queen and instantly all 
bands come flocking back and go into the hive 
perfectly contented. (nly the queen has an 
ugly piece of work to do on going back. She 
instantly setsto work to haying the young 
queen cells opened and she stings the young 
queen todeath. This is the only use she ever 
makes of her sting.” 

HIVING THE BEES, 

‘This introduces a uew way to hive the 
bees, does it not, captain?’ 

“It does. A bee-keeper can take advantage 
~ oa this swarming and by putting the Clifford 

queen in a new hive on theold stand can 

ive aswarm a new home, athing they were 
‘ king for, andat the same time he can ro- 
move the old hive with its contents of young 
bees with gum cells to another stand and so 
swarming is done, and that with no trouble. 
There need be no more alarm about bees 
swarming ifthe movable from hives are used. 
A little smoke quiets the bee and sets him tw 
eating honey at once. At that pleasant busi- 
ness he is peaceable and will not be roused to 
resentfulness unless the handling is done ner- 
‘ously and too hurriedly.” 

‘That is decidedly preferable to the old way?”

Only clipthe queen’s wing, but be sure 
she is laying before ber wing is clipped, or she 
willalways remain infertile, forshe must al- 
ways meet the drone on the wing. 

HOW THEY MAKE QUEENS, 

“How do the regular working bees getiheir 
queers? 

If the queen is lost by any accident, she 
may be replaced in a few days, by placing in 
the queenless hive a frame of comb with eggs 
that would hatch out workers in the cells, and 
the workers will take one of these eggs and 
cut about five cells into one, round this egg, 
and, asscon as the egg on the third day 
hatches intoa grub, they nurse this grub 
with extra food ofa peculiar kind, causing 
the grub to take on extra growth. In about 
nine da,sthey sealup this half-grown bee. 
They, to make sure of no failure, make often 
as many as a dozen of these queen cells. 


The first one of these that hatches out with 


the aid of the workers goes round to the oth- 
er queen ceslsand pulls outthe occupant and 
desiroys her, as but one can be queen.” 

TWO THOUSAND YEARS OLD. 

“Is this clipping of the queen’s wing a new 
invention?” 

“] thought so until this morning, Suppos- 
ing itto bean invention of the modern hse 
keeper, and evidence of the progress of the 
age, 1 practiced it with asort of pride of my 
country. But what was my mortification in 
picking up, out of curiosity, one of those diffi- 
cult books of Virgil, his Georgics, so diflicult 
few schools even read them, to find that the old 
Latin poet knew all about it two thousand 
years ago. And lest any one may be incredu- 
lous about the fact, I refer him to 4th Georgic 
103 to 108 lines, a close translation of which is 
as follows: 

“But when the roving swarms fly about and 
sport in the air, disdain their hives and leave 
their habitations cold, you will restrain their 
unsettled minds from their vain play. Nor is 
there great difficulty in restraining them, do 
you but clip the wings of their kings—‘tu 
regibus alas eripe’—not one will dare while 
they (the kings) stay behind to fly aloft, or 
pluck up the standard from the camp.” 

“T only feel a little compensated for my 
discomfiture,”’ said Captain Slade, “in finding 
out that I know they are queen bees and the 
old poet thought they were kings. Let noone 
covsole himself that he knows it all.” 

THE MOTHER OR SISTER OF ALL. 
“Coming back to the queen bee, she is not 
close ly related tothe other bees.” 

“Shefis the mother or sister of the working 
bees, and the workers are all females but are 
infertile. At maturity the queen weds once, 
and then her business isto lay eggs—her sis- 
ter’s to work. Each pursues her avocation to 
death—the queen living from two to three 
years and the working bees hardly as many 
months. They wear out their wings with 
work and then crawl away from the hive and 
die alone. When their wings are worn out 
they refuse to eat and _ thes perish.

Drawing a 
picture of the refinement and cultivation existing 
under the social system of the old south and its 
Cestruction by the new, he passed to the birthand 
growth of the new south just now beginning to in- 
crease its powers with the rest of the country. He 
argued that whatever might be its material wealth 
or enterprise, these alone would not enable it to 
regain its old supremacy and to meet the great de- 
velopment of the north in many other things be- 
sides mere material prosperity; that, after all, 
money and commercial enterprise were but the 
mere lovers of civilization and progress, and that 
those who wished them must have «qualifications 
elsewhere retained, i. e., from the cultivation of 
the mental facuities, with which we would be lit- 
tle better than compeers of those who live in the 
barbaric magnificence of the oriental matrons. 
He commented on theack of southern literature, 
mentioning the absence of writers, who alone 
could truly represent life, manners and resources 
of the south in opposition to those who traduced 
her, and closed by saying that even as an end the 
acquisition of the higher intellectual culture was 
worthy of the earnest efforts of men so endowed 
as to use them well, and hoped that the gouth 
would one day fully realize it.
